As indicated in the specification, color may be 
used in embodiments of the present invention to represent the directionality of the flow of blood 
detected by the system. Additionally, the intensity of the color within the color regions of 
Figures 4 and 7 also may be used to convey additional information concerning the detected blood 
flow. The use of color and color intensity as described are recited in many of the claimed 
embodiments of the present invention. These elements cannot be conveyed by the use of black 
and white photos or drawings. Thus, the use of color in Figures 4 and 7 is necessary to disclose 
claimed subject matter of the present invention.
